Whether Catholics shine socially 
as much as others, I am not in 
position to say, and I really hope 
they do not. 

A Catholic told me that the 
Catholic Church would much 
rather that some of her mem- 
bers marry a non-Catholic than 
to remain single a ever mar- 
ry. Another practical Catholic 
maintains that it is sometimes 
following the direction of God 
to marry outside the Church. 
Does this not conflict with the 
teachings of the Church or do 
individual circumstances alter 
cases? 

There are exceptions .. every 
rule. In fact, it is usually said 
that a rule is proved or strength- 
ened by the few exceptions that 
may exist thereto. Some people 
should marry and would run a 
greater chance of saving their 
souls even in a mixed-marriage |, 
than by remaining single, but 
not virtuous. The Church, God’s 
agent on earth, must see that 
things are done God’s way. It 
is God Himself who forbids 
what is called mixed-marriage. 
The Church merely tells the peo- 
ple what is quite clearly stipu- 
lated in Holy Scripture. If the 
Catholic Church were like hu- 
man organizations, she could let 
policy dictate her laws and dis- 
cipline. Then she would, like 
these other organizations, com- 
promise. But as agent of the 
Almighty she must do what God 
Almighty has decreed. This is 
why she permitted the loss of 
the whole country of England to 
the Church rather than permit 
the annulment of a valid mar- 
riage. 

Does the Catholic Church hold 
any objection to any of its mem- 
bers joining non-sectarian clubs 
(civic), whose arms and princi- 
ples are of an altrurstic nature?
